Wilmington, N. C., August 
cial.)}—-A cyclone of great 
passed over Carolina Beach, a resort 20 
miles below this city, at 9 o'clock last 


night and left in its wake the complete. 


wreck of the Oceanic hotel, an _ old 
structure used conjointly as pavilion for 
excursionists and hotel. 

Fourteen persons out of eighteen in 
the building at the time of the disaster 
were injured, several probably fatally. 
Three or four who escaped were chil- 
dren. 

Without warning the cyclone struck 
the beach and the hotel was in the cen- 
ter of its passage. Nobody had time to 
escape from the building and all went 
down in the crash. The hotel was totally 
wrecked and fourteen persons were 
caught under it. Rescuers came quick- 
ly and did their work in wind-and rain 
with the night black as ink. Men and 
women cried to be released from the 
awful place of imprisonment. 

All were gotten out in an hour ex- 
cept Hampton Smith, who was pinned 
down by a heavy ice box and the tim- 
bers. It took three hours to cut him 
out and he begged pitifully for those 
trying to save him to kill him. The 
injured were made as comfortable as 
possible, but there was not a doctor on 
the beach and the telephone communica- 
tion with Wilmington was cut off and 
ndD news of the terrible accident was 
received here until six hours after the 
cyclone, when a meksenger was sent to 
Wilmington on foot to get a passenger 
boat and physicians for the wounded, 
but the storm had blown so many trees 
across the road he made slow progress.

expression to a sentiment which’ suggests 
an inherent barbarism that will have to 
be taken into account in weighing his 
purposes, and predicting his future 
course.

I do not want to 
have anything to do with him if he is 
not,’ he turned a light upon his inner 
self and revealed a moral deformity 
which must shock such of his friends 
as are not wholly carried away with the 
bloody and brutal gospel of imperialism. 
It is unfortunate for the ccuntry that the 
president should have held before its em- 
bryo soldiers the lowest rather than the 
highest ideas of military life. There have 
been many great soldiers during the last 
nineteen hundred years, great Christian 
soldiers who have loved peace, and yet 
who have in an hour of peril woy glory 
for their country and themselves. These 
should be eulogized and emulated; evil, 
and only evil can come from idealizing

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SIXTEEN MEN ARE KILLED 
BY AN EXPLOSION IN MINE 


Trinidad, Colo., August 7.—Sixteen men 
are known to have been killed and some 
others are reported missing as the result 
of an explosion of gas in one of the 
mines of the Union Coal and Coka,Com- 
pany, at Bowen, 6 miles from Trinidad, 
tonight. ’ 

The mine employs about sixty men. 
They are all Americans and Irish. Most 
of the dead are said to be énarried. 

Immediately after the night shift had 
started in the slope a startling explo- 
sion occurred, entirely filling the mouth 
and the slope and shaking buildings and 
breaking windows for a mile distant.

LIO, the elephant, who was for 
@ so long one of the features of 

Grant park, is to be numbered 
with thethings that were. In some re- 
. spects she was a state institution, and, 
» lke other institutions, she has passed 
| .way. For many years she has been 
the center of interest at the park. 
There was som \ing in her stately 
and stable figure that appealed to both 
old and young. Swaying always like 
aship atsea,and presenting an aspect 
of loneliness that gave rise to sympa- 
thy of a peculiar kind, she attracted 
the particular attention of all visitors. 
She seemed to possess‘an individual- 
ity of her own, hiding under her pen- 
sive silence great stores of knowledge 
that would have been of immense ben- 
efit to the human race could she have 
been prevailed upon to communicate 
it to those who made up her daily au- 
dience. 

The traditions of the jungle cluster- 

ed about her, and all the lore of India 
appeared to be concentrated behind 
her shrewd ‘ittle eyes. What it was 
that she-k}. w we shall never 
what she ended to teli 
we could have interpreted her » = 
gestures, will always be hidden; and 
we shall never know the melodies to 
which she swayed and swung—songs 
of the primeval world—tuneful echoes 
that arose from the old, old harmonies 
of nature. There was something about 
Clio that was baffling in the extreme. 
and this quality she possessed in qom- 
mon with her kind. 
“All of us have a curiosity with re- 
spect to wild animals. We are eager 
to see them; we have an interest in 
their strength, their symmetry, and 
their graceful movements; but our cu- 
riosity is soon satisfied. We view the 
lion, the tiger and the leopard, 
and pass on; we laugh at the 
simians and are on familiar terms 
with them at once. But when 
we come to the elephant it is another 
matter. We stand amazed at a combi- 
nation so huge and so delicate; we 
view with something like awe a being 
that seems to belong to another age— 
to a period that makes an epoch for 
the geologist. 

From Jumbo down to Clio, they all 
seem ~burdened with a message to 
‘those who gaze upon them. They

'sense of isolation. But-Cli§ was more 
strangely isolated than the rest. For 
twelve years she had not looked upon 
one of her kind or kindred, and from 
the day that she left the hands of her 
keeper, the probability is that she has 
never been thoroughly understood. 
Here were two great deprivations, and 
the thought has often occurred ‘to me 
that she would be overwhelmed by a 
sense of loneliness at last. 

One of the great admirers of Clio 
was James Whitcomb Riley, and he 
rarely came to Atlanta without paying 
her a visit. He would sit—at a safe 
distance—and watch her by the haur. 
and he was convinced that her sway- 
ing frame held some great secret, or 
that her active brain had some impor- 
tant message, if she could only be pre- 
vailed upon to divulge it. He and a 
friend often sat together and tried tu 
guess it, and wondered what her opin: 
ions might be of the pigmies who 
watched her swing and sway; but ak 
our wonderings, and all our gtesses 
were as fruitless as those of the sci- 
entists who have tried in vain to find 
a soul composed of matter. 

The story of how Clio came to the 
park may be interesting. It was the 
result of a chance remark made by 
Miles Turpin, who will be remembered 
by some of the older citizens as a man 
whose genial nature and bubbling 
humor made him a most lovable com- 
panion. Mr. Turpin was a newspaper 
man in the old days when Major 
Steele edited The Intelligencer, and 
this fact drew hia to the newspaper 
offices, where he was always sure of a 
warm welcome. He had abandoned 
the profession, but he loved to linger 
in its atmosphere, and when he came 
to town he usually made The Con- 
stitution his headquarters. 

On one occasion, after a long exile 
from his friends and old companions, 
he returned to the city on a visit. He 
came into the editorial rooms of The 
Constitution (I think it was in 1890) 
and, without greeting or waiting to be 
greeted, remarked, “What about hay- 
ing an elephant on your hands?” 

“Come in and tell me about it,” was 


ithe reply. “Where have you been and 


how have you been getting on?” 
“T’'ve been rambling; a roving life is 
the life for me,” he said. “But this 
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}so did I. 


it’s so easy to get one. I went out to 
your celebrated zoo this morning. 
There were children there, but they 
didn’t enjoy themselves. They were 
not happy—neither was I. They want- 
ed something that was not there, and 
The truth is, I have been 
worrying about it all the morning. I 
couldn’t imagine what was lacking 
and I don’t believe I ever would have 
guessed. But when I came into the 
elevator just now two men were talk- 
ing, and one of them said to the other, 
‘I’m afraid you have an elephant on 
your hands.’ Then I knew what the 
children wanted, and what I wanted 
for them. They wanted an elephant 
on their hands.” 

“Yes,” said I, 
course—but—” 

“Why, the whole thing is as simple 
as ABC,” Miles Turpin insisted. ‘All 
you have to do is to stir the matter 
up, as Henry Grady would have done. 
It is like a hoghead of molasses on 
greased skids; all you'have to do is 
to give it a push, and the thing is 
done. Set the children to work to 
raise the money, and you'll have the 
elephant before you know it.” 

And that is the way the elephant 
came to the park. Clio was not the 
property of the city, for only a part of 
her purchase money came from the 
children of Atlanta. She was the 
property of the children of the whole 
state; all of them had an interest in 
her, and that is one reason why she 
was so popular. Children from a dis- 
tance, when they came to Atlanta, bee- 
ged to be taken out to the park, bo- 
cause, as they said, “We want to see 
our elephant.” 

But the zoo shall not be without an 
elephant, for the people will supply 
Clio’s place, 

The cost of Clio was about $1,800, 
She was eighteen years old the day 
before she reached Atlanta, and about 
thirty years old at the time of her 
death. Her transference from Pied- 
mont park to the zoo at Grant park 
was made the occasion of a great pub-

Confidence Expressed That Roosevelt 
Will Correct Abuses and Will 
Safeguard Property—Sym- 
pathy Expressed for 
French Catholics. 


Chicago, August 7.—-The temper of the 
convention of the,fgederated Catholic so- 
cleties relative to Archbishop Ireland's 
warning not to interfere with the Phillp- 
pine question was put to the test at‘ the 
closing session today. 

John T. Keating, a national officer of 
the Hibernians, offered a sirbstitute ‘res- 
olution for those-previously brought. be- 
fore the meeting. Mr. Keating proposed 
that the delegates dismiss’ the friars and 
the Philippine sctiool questions with a 
| mere expression of satisfaction with the 
manner in which the subject is being han- 
dled by the vatican and the administra- 
tion. This was along the lines advised by 

bishop Ireland. When a motion on 
the substitute was put there was but one 
affirmative vote and that one was Keat- 
ing’s. 
Resolutions on Philippines. 
The convention then adopted the fol- 


lowing resolution on the subject: 

‘We hereby express confidence that the 
Honorable Theodore Roosevelt, president 
of the United States, will p<c--orm his 
duty under the constitution and laws, 
and our firm belfef that he will institute 
a rigid judicial inquiry into any abuses 
by subordinate government officials in 
our territorial possessions and prompt- 
ly rectify such abuses. We are especially 
confident that in his dealings with the 
serious problems arising In the Philippine 
islands, property and personal rghts 
guaranteed by treaty, lows and the con- 
stitution will be faithfully safeguarded 
and nrotected. 


in the Philippines ous fullest sympathy 
in this. their hours of trial; that we ap- 
preciate the value of their services in the 
cause of religion and humanity; that we 
pledge them our support as American citi- 
zens in upholding the hands of our gO0v- 
ernment in its determination to see that 
they are treated with that common jus- 
tice that belongs to all who enjoy the 
protection of the American flag. 

‘Resolved, That this federation con- 
gratulate the vatican and the Amervican 
government on the position attained in 
the negotiations regarding the ques{ors 
which have arisen in the Phillppines, and 
we express our full confidence that these 
negotiations will be continued unfil a just 
and amicable solution shall be obtained.’ 

The Indian Schools. 

Other resolutions regretted the pres- 
ent circumstances surrounding the In- 
dian» schools and pledged active and 
moral support in remedying the condi- 
tions. The establishment of Catholic high 
schools, wherever practicable, was ad\o- 
cated; sympathy was expressed for the 
Catholics of France in their present trou- 
bles and suitable recognition was taken 
of the deaths of Archbishops Feehan and 
Corrigan,

Hundreds Flocked Into Dav- 
enport To View the Re- 
mains of Tracy. 


Davenport, Wash., August 7.—Outlaw 
Tracy’s body is on its way to Salem, Ore. 
It was taken to Moscow, 4 station on 
the Great Northern, 10 miles from Here, 
this afternoon, to be conveyed over that 


road to Seattle. 

The coronen’s jury returned the follow- 
ing verdict: 

“That the body fs that of Harry Tracy, 
the escaped convict from the Oregon pen- 
itentiary; that the said Harry Tracy came 
to his death at the ranch of Lou Eddy, 
in Lincoln county, Wash., on August 5, 
1902, by means of a gunshot wound from 
a pistol in his possession and held in his 
own hands, after first having been woun- 
ed in the right leg by a party or parties, 
to this jury unknown. That Harry Tracy 
was ‘an escaped convict from the Oregon 


penitentiary and at the time of his death 
was fleeing from officers and posse in 
pursuit, and that no one is blamed for 
the death, but that all efforts to capture 
were praiseworthy and in full accordance 
with the laws of Washington.”’ 


Flocked To See Body. 

The curious flocked to Davenport from 
all directions to view the body of Harry 
Tracy, the dead outlaw. 

A new story of Tracyjs gronderful dar- 
ing has come to Hght. Mr. McGregor, 
the keeper of a livery stable at Wilbur, 
on viewing Tracy's body positively identi- 
fied him as a man who came to his stable 
last Friday night. He says Tracy had 
two horses which he put up for the night. 
He also left his rifle and a _ bundle, 
asking the unsuspecting liveryman to 
take care of them unt!l morning. Where 
he spent the night ig not known, though 
it is said he ate at least one meal in a 
restaurant in the town. About 10 a. m. 
Saturday he called for his horses, rifle 
and bundle, paid his bill and rode away. 

When the sheriff, with the body of 
Tracy, drove through Davenport hund:gis 
of persons followed up the street and 
crowded about the wagon. By the time 
the wagon reached the morgue, the streets 
were crowded and the morgue doors hed 
to be closed. Several persons were al- 
lowed to see the body and then the trou- 
ble began, Every one wanted a relic, 
and in a short time nothing was left but 
the body. Some one even picked up the 
blood-stained handkerchief which had 
been used by Tracy to keep from bleeding 
to death. Many locks of the desperido’'s 
hair were carried away and in some 
places his head had been made bald. His 
trous’rs were cut into strips. Before they 
were divided they were cut into smaller 
pieces. 

Many of Tracy’s cartridges were di- 
vided among the members of the posse. 

Question of the Reward. 

Portland, Ore., August 7.—It is probable 
that the $4,100 reward for Outlaw Tracy’s 
body will not be paid for some time, ow- 
ing to the number of claimants. Governor 
Gear has already stated that he was will- 
ing that the state should pay the reward 
as soon as proper identification shall be 
made, but the reward will not be paid 
until the claimants shall reach an agree- 
ment. It now seems likely that the aid 
of the courts will be invoked. It is said 
that Governor Gear will also favor the 
payment of $1,500 to Mrs. Waggoner for

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s LIO has at last treked home. Her 
gentie spirit has flown to the 
shadowy shades of the great jungle 
where all good elephants go, and the 
echo of her trumpeting resounds among 
the mysterious hills and dales of an 
unknown land. The great, good-natured 
beast has finished her mission on earth. 
Her body now rests ‘neath the swaying 
branches of a sycamore tree beside the 
gieaming, gurgling waters of Willow 
brook, whose musical cadence is softened 
and saddened into a fitting requiem. 

Sorrow has fallen like a pall on‘ the 
hearts of countless little ones in Atlanta 
who had loved the patient animal with 
@ devotion which only childhood can feel. 
And well may the children grieve. It 
has been given to ‘but few men to create 
so much sheer delight among the young 
us this dumb brute, who bore her en- 
forced captivity without a murmur and 
gave pleapure where she must have often 
received pain. 

For wh®@ can divine the yearning that a 
fettered @east must feel for freedom—the 
bound! freedom of hilltop and plain?

Day in 
and day out she stood beneath the trees 
in Grant park gently swaying to and 
fro as the children crowded around her 
and clapped their tiny hands in. glee. 
The center of her little world was a 
stake; its utmost limit, the short distance 
of an iron chain. And she was content. 
She seemed to know that her life was 
given over to others, and by all the gentle 
arts of animal life she did her part to 
make others happy. 

But all of that is of the past. At 5:20 
o'clock yesterday morning Clio died. For 
five days she had tossed restlessly in 
paroxysms of pain, suffering with a fatal 
malady which the surgeons who attended 
her found difficult to diagnose. 

As soon as it was known that Clio was 
dead, Colonel W. T. Moyers, Walter Or- 
mond, Dr. Coker, Dr. Claude Smith, of 
the Pasteur institute; Dr. Cook, Dr. 
Pierce, and others were communicated 
with, and it was decided to hold an au- 
topsy. Dr. Smith, who is a microscopic 
specialist, directed the examination. In- 
dications of acute indigestion with an at- 
tendant compiications of pneumonia were 
discovered. 

An Official Diagnosis. 

Late in the afternoon Clio was buried 
in @ huge grave near Willow brook, where

the autopsy, which I conducted at vour re-

about the vocal chords), pneumonia in th 

left lung and gastro-enteritis (inflamation of 
the stomach and intestines). The pneumonia 
was evidently of recent development but wa@ 
the principal cause of the death of the anje 
mal. The laryngitis was not sufficient :o 


interfere with the respiration. I also found 


that the animal had: at some previous time 
guffered with an attack of fleurisy, jnvolving 
the pleurae surrounding both lungs. Very 
truly yours, CLAUDE A. SMITH, M.D., 
Pathologist to Grady Hospital.

“Not a straw elephant, but a genuine, 
sure enough elephant, with a*long snout 
and big ears; an elephant with sense 
enough to enjoy the scenery of Grant 
park, and tame enough to ride the chil- 

around. 

“Tt has often been said by people who 
know nothing of the possibilities of this 
great city that Atlanta had an eléphant 
on ita hands. The Kimball! house was 
eaii to be an elephant, and various other 
echémes that the uninitiated regard 4s 
prodigious were characterized as_ ele- 
phants; but Atlanta has disposed of these 
figurative elephants in her usual vigorous

“We have a beautiful park, in which 
is a nucletis of a zoological collection pro- 
vided by the liberality of Mr. Gress. To 
head this collection there is needed an 
elephant which shall belong to the people 
of the city, young and old. 

“‘We- propose, therefore, an elephant 
fund to which all the neople may have 
the privilege of contributing. It is a 
project that naturally commends itself 
to the enthusiasm of the children and 
young people, but as there are many old 
people in this town who are still young, 
the fund is to be made genéral in its 
character, so that all who desire to con- 
tribute to the enjoyment of the little ones 
may have the opportunity of contribut- 
ing. : ; 

“It is proposed, indeed, to make the 
fund sO general that the elephant will 
be the property of the entire town and its 
suburbs. A big, healthy elephant wili 
cost about three thousand dgllars, and 
if there are 12,000 men,. women and chil- 
dren in Atlanta who are willing to con- 
tribute 25 cents each to the fund, the 
elephant is ours. 

“Now, then, beginning tomorrow morn- 
ing, send in your contributions to The 
Constitution. An elephant is a big thing, 
but Atlanta can- buy and manage one. 

‘“‘We must have the elephant!’’ 

Banquet Is Given. : 

The movement took readily and soon 
subscriptions were pouring into The Con- 
stitution office from all quarters. The 
first contribution’ come from’ Fred Cool- 
edge, aged 6 years, who sent in $3.75. The 
children were particularly active and in- 
terested, and’ in order to stimulate this 
interest The Constitution announced that 
it would print the picture of every child 
who ‘secured $10 or over for the fund. 
Among the devises for raising money 
was a voting contest for a name. Each 
vote cost 5 cents and a considerable sum 
was raised in this way. The highes‘ 
number of.ballots were for Mrs. Clio Joy- 
ner, wife of Chief W. R. Joyner, who 
received 1,280 votes. 

It took but a comparatively short time 
to raise- the necessary money, and Clio 
was bought July 4, 1900, from Superinten- 
dent Conkling, of Central Park me- 
nagerie. When she arrived in Atlanta 
the occasion was made a gala day. 

Among other things was a street pa- 
rade, which was seen by thousands. That 
night a banquet was given and some of 
the wittiest speeches ever heard in At- 
lanta delivered. The order of toasts was 
as follows: 

Toastmaster—Mr. G. V. Gress. A 

Introduction—Hon. Clark Howell. 

“The Gress Zoo—Long may it exist as 
one of Atlanta’s proudest institutions—an 
everlasting monument to the generoajty 
and liberality of its donors, and source 
of constant pleasure and instruction to 
the public.” 

Response by Hon. Porter King, of the 
park committee of the council. 

“The Elephant—The children’s pet and 
the typification of Atlanta’s public spirit. 
May the little ones grow in the love and 
service of their city and sustain the repu- 
tation for public gpirit established by 
their fathers.”

The Lion—May he long live and pros- 
per, and die in the blessed faith that it 
were better to be a dead lion in Atlanta 
than a live one anywhere else.”’

FOR MEN SENT TO JAIL 


Several of Those Implicated in Shen- 
andoah Riot Held for Murder. 
Foreigners Threaten To Cut 
Off the Ears of “Un- 
fair’? Workmen. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., August 7.—President 
Mitchell,.of the United Mine Workers, 
in an interview with a representative of 
the Associated Press, today said with 
reference to the @@cision of Indge Goff 
in the habeas corpiis proceedings against 
the miners in West Virginia: 7 

“The only thing to do now is to make 
an appeal to President Roosevelt far the 
pardon of the men in jail and this will 
probably be done at once.” — 

Rioters Held for Murder. 

Shenandoah, Pa., August 7.—The cor- 
oner’s jury which has been investigating 
the death of Joseph Beddal}, who re- 
ceived his fatal injuries in the riot here 
last week, concluded its inquiry and ren- 
dered a verdict holding ‘Joseph Patu- 
wicz, a butcher; Matthew Paularkas, a 
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one-armed saloon keeper, and many 
other rioters unknown to the jury” re- 
sponsible for the killing. The men 
named in the verdict are now locked up 
and other arrests will follow. The two 
men were taken into custody this after- 
noon by two constables, who were pro- 
tected by a platoon of soldiers from 
Company K of the Twelfth regiment. 

A large number of witnesses were ex- 
amined, including the. three ‘ workmen 
and Deputy Sheriff Thomas Beddall, who 
were first attacked by the mob, the six 
policemen who were subsequently set 
upon and some of them shot, and several 
eye-witnesses of the riot. Same of the 
testimony was considered- very ‘ impor- 
tant by the coroner and the jury. Palu- 
wicz was identified by: three boys, who 
testified they saw him in the crowd with 
a club, and Paularkas is alleged by an- 
other witness to have injured Joseph 
Reddall. The policemen testified that as 
they ran through the street pursued by 
the mob firing pistols, men standing. at 
nearly every saloon door shot as the men 
passed. At one doorway three men stood 
blazing away at them, and from an upper 
window of a building three other men 
were shooting down on them. The drink- 
ing places referred to are all owned by 
foreigners. :

' Money Being Received. 

Indianapolis, Ind., August 7.—Secretary 
Wilson, of the Mine Workers, said to- 
day that the assessments are comipg in 
from the locals. The donations, he -said, 
have been ample to carry the strikers 
through until the present time. He said 
it had been decided to give out no more 
figures on receipts from these sources. 

Forced To Flee by Strikers. 

Tamaqua, Pa., August 7.—Today about 
306 strikers, mostly foreigners, patrolled 
the streets of Summit Hill and made an 
effort to force all workmen to ‘return to 
their homes. Eer a time the town was 
in a riotous state. Nonunion men were 
compelled to flee for Safety, while those 
who were captured were roughly han- 
dled. Sheriff Gombert, of Carbon county, 
Says he is unable to prevent these fre- 
quent outbreaks. | 

Miners Are Arrested. 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., August 7.—The Penn- 
sylvania Coal Company at Pittston to- 
day caused the arrest of a number of 
miners who mined coal for their own 
use in abandoned .workings and out- 
croppings. An official of the company 
Says since the strike began hundreds 
of tons of coal have been stolen. The 
men were bound over. 

Organizers of the United Mine Work- 
ers today induced a number of Italians 
who were at work at No. 8 washery at 
Pittston to give up their positions. The 
men had no sooner quit, however, when 
ofhers took their places. Twelve men 
employed in fighting the fire in the 
Jersey mine at Avondale quit work to- 
night and said they would join the 
strikers, 

Coal Shipments Are Small. 

Philadelphia,- Pa., August 7.—The 
Pennsylvania railroad for the week en4- 
ing August 2 carriéd only 920 tons of an- 
thracite coal. This is the smallest ton- 
nage of hard coal the company has 
moved for many years. For the same 
week in 1901 the tonriage of anthracite 
amounted to 98,439 tons. The shipments 
of bituminous coal continue to show a 
steady increase.

New Haven, Con®., August 7.—A better 
feeling is apparent sin the big trolley 
strike situation tonight and the members 
of the state board of mediation and ar- 
bitration~ wefé so satisfied with the out- 
Jook that they returned to their homes 
after a cotiference with the mayor. It is 
understood that if an amicable settlement 
by arbitration cannot be reached tomor- 
row the board sNall be notified. Upon 
such information the members will offer 
their services to the parties in conflict 
and will endeavor fo smooth out the 
trouble. If either of the parties, the 
etrikers or the company, refuse to arbl- 
trate the board will proceed with an in- 
vestigation, as it has power to do under 
the law, compel a hearing and make a 
report to the governor. 

The business men’s commfitee at their 
meeting this evening succeeded in clari- 
fying the situation greatly. It was 


Fagreed to recommend to the company 


and the strikers that a committee of three 
men who are large employers of labor 
in the city shall sit as a board of arbi- 
traiion and hear the company’s evidence 
as to why twenty-seven nTén were dis- 
charged prior to and soon after the for- 
mation of the wtunlon.

HUNGER KILLS 
TS THOUSANDS 


frightful Conditions Prevail in 
the Province of Galicia, 


Oppressed by Famine and Landlords, 
the Peasants Have Risen in Re- 
volt—Working for Eight 
Cents a Day and Dying 
by Thousands.

Vienna, August 7.—After a special in- 
vestigation among the agricultural labor- 
ers in eastern Calicia, The Neue Freie 
Presse draws a gloomy picture of ths 
miserable conditions. The average mor- 
tality from famine for several years past, 
according to the paper, aggregated 50,000. 
Laborers’ wages range from 8 to 16 cents 
a day and women earn from 4 to 8 cents 
a day. The peasafits rarely taste bread 
and live on soup, the principal ingredi- 
ents of which are water and herbs. 


A Vienna dispatch on June 30 said that 
a great strike of agricultural laborers 
was in progress in Galicia, the laborers 
demanding an increase in the wages of 6 
cents a day for men and 3 cents a day 
for women

| dead body of a negro convict named 

Henry Brown was found lodged against 
an obstruction in the Ocmulgee river 
this morning near Central City park. 
The face was lying exposed above the 
surface of the water.

a few feet of the presses for delivery 
to all railroad stations and all parts 
of the city. It is claimed thet the 
new rapid transit facilities will make 
it possible to deliver papers at the 
city hall, near the present Tiqmes 
building, in about the time it would 
require a newspaper delivery -wagor 
to travel three city blocks. 

Not long ago, indeed until very re- 
cently, the section where the new 
building is to be erected ws consid- 
ered a dead part of town. Now, as 
the result of the subway development, 
hotels and apartment houses and the- 
aters and other large buildings have 
been projected to cost upwards of sev- 
enteen millions of dollars. It is ‘des- 
tined to become one of the busiest 
parts of the great metropolis.

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Decidedly the feature of the 
Young People’s Educational congress was 
the grand sacred concert given in the 
auditorium at Piedmont park last eve- 
ning. Those who have the congress in 
charge said that they had made the effort 
to present the best sacred concert ever 
given in the world by the negro race. 

Effort and money had not been spared 
in making preparation for this event, and 
the musical committee succeeded in get- 
ting together the very best talent of the 
negro race. 

Fully ten thousand persons gathered in 
the large auditorium, and among this 
number were at least five hundred whites. 
The audience was surprised and more 
than well pleased .at the programme réen- 
dered. 

It has been an oft-repeated assertion 
that the negro is a-.natural musical ge- 


nius, and some enthusiastic admirers of 
musical qualities in the negro have often 
gone so far as to say that he.is the best 
musician in the world. This chaim-for the 
African has been based mainly upon his 
ability to render and appreciate that kind 
of music which has in it a happy jingle 
and to it a. Hvely tune. 

The fact of his being able to render and 
apreciate the classics has never been Se- 
riously considered, but the vast audience 
of fully ten thousand people who attend- 
ed the grand sacred concert given by the 
negroes under the direction of Professot 
Charles G., Harris, director of music at 
Booker. Washington’s school in Tuskegee, 
Ala., at Piedmont park last night, had 
this idea dispelled forever from their 
minds. 

Classics Are Rendercd. 

‘With an accuracy that would have done 
credit to the best choruses that come from 
the musical centers of the United States 
and from under the training of the so- 
called masters, the chorus of negroes 
rendered the Glassics such as ‘“‘Et Carna- 
tus,’’ “‘Qui Tollis’’ and others. 

At the completion of each selection the 
vast audience broke into vigorous and en- 
thusiastic aplause. 

Professor Harris is to be congratulated 
and commended on the excellence of the 
programme rendered, ‘and upon the thor- 
oughness with which the chorus was 
trained. : 

But the splendid success of the concert 
was by no means due altogether to the 
part rendered by the chorus, but also 
‘to the specialties introduced. 

Hit by D. Webster Davis. 

Probably the happiest hit of the evening 
was that made by D. Webster Davis, 
“the negro’s own poet,’ of Richmond, 
Va. From his own book of poems, en- 
titled ‘‘Weh Down Sout,” he read three 
selections, ‘‘Childhood’s Happy Days,” 
‘“Bakin’ ‘an’ Greens’ and “De Nigger’s 
Got to Go.’”’ The audience cheered him to 
the echo, giving him a hearty encore saf- 
ter each selection. 

One of the most significant happenings

of the congress was the way in which the 
ten thousand négroes received the senti- 
ment expressed in the last verse—“An’ 
‘cepin’ de Lord. sez ‘Forward, March!’ 
We'z not a gwine to go.”’ 

When Professor Davis said these words 
the immense throng sent up a tremendous 
volume of applause as if they were trying 
to echo with all the lung power they pos- 
sessed the sentiment that they were “not 
a gwine to go.”’ 

Professor Davis will be remembered as 
the writer of the dedicatory poem for 
the negro building of the Atlanta expo- 
sition in 1895. 

Beauty, voice and training go to make 
a success in the musical worldfi and na- 
ture has blessed Stella A. E. Brazley, of 
New Orleans, who rendered as a solo 
“For All Eternity,’” and her smooth, 
musical voice found its way to the 
hearts of thé 10,000 people who were 
present. She was encored as no other 
participant on the programme. 

She is a Creole, which, perhaps, adds 
much to her beauty, and her voice shows 
considerable training. She sings with 
grace and ease, being able to pass from 
the highest to the lowest note without 
the least exertion. In this she has a 
wide range, and will perhaps make her 
place among the musical geniuses of the 
country. 

Others who were received with en- 
thusiastic applause were Lula V. Cnhil- 
dress, of Knoxville, Tenn., and Leona A. 
LeDue, of New Orleans. 

The chorus was accompanied by Nick- 
erson’s ladies’ orchestra of New Orieans. 
This orchestra, composed of twenty in- 
struments, is said to be the most re- 
nowned colored orchestra in the United 
States. Professor Nickerson himself is 
the director of music in the Southern 
university of New Orleans.

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Young People’s congress was more large- 
ly attended than the session of the 
previous day. 

Delegates from all sections of the United 
States continue fo arrive, and it is a 
safe estimate to place the number that 
will be in the city by Sunday at 15,000. 

A distinctly noticeable feature of the 
congress is the quiet and orderly .man- 
ner in which the proceedings are carried 
on, and the excellent behavior that has 
so far marked @he conduct of the negroes 
in attendance as delegates. 

Yesterday morning’s session was pre- 
sided over by Rev. J. W. E. Bowen, D.D. 
The congress was opened at 9 o'clock, 
and continued in session till 1:30 o'clock 
in the afternoon, and it seemed that 
when the hour for adjournment arrived 
that those in attendance were loath to 
leave. 

The chorus, under the direction of Pro- 
fessor William Roseborough, opened 
with the song, “O, for a Thousand 
Tongues to Sing.”” Rev. L. G. Adkinson, 
president of Gammon Theological sem- 
inary, led the devotiona] exercises. 

The only unusual feature of yesterday 
morning’s -session was. the determination 
on the part of the audience to hear from 
several of the bishops that were not 
scheduled to speak at that hour. When 
Bishop H. M. Turner entered the au- 
ditorilum and took his seat on the plat- 
form there were loud cries for ‘Turner, 
Turner,” and “Speech, speech.” The 
> bishop responded with a short speech, 
and told those who called for him that, 
while he appreciated the high honor 
they conferred, yet it was not expedient 
for him to speak at this time on account 
of conditions and circumstances~ that 
militated against him. 

Bishop Lee was also called for, but the 
chairman of the meeting said that he 
would suffer no further interruption of 
the reeplar order of business. 

Note from Roosevelt. 

A Short time after the congress con- 
vened yesterday morning a letter from 
President Roosevelt to the congress was 
read. It was as follows: 

White House. Washington. 5 i 
1902.—My Dear Sir: “eur ee ge Bead 
date referring to the proposed Negro Young 
People’s Christian and Educational Congress, 
to be held in Atlanta, Ga.. August 6 to II. 
1902, has been received. I very much regret 
that it will not be possible for me to attend, 
but I take pleasure in sending to the congress, 
through you, greetings and best wishes for 
its success in inculeating In the young people 
of your race principles of right thinking, of 
unswerving integrity and thoroughness. in 
whatever part they may have in the world’s 
work. Sincerely yours. 
THEODORE ROOSEVELT. 

To Rev. I. Garland Penn, Atlanta, Ga. 

The two white bishons from 
Northern Methodist church, sent by the 
board of bishops as fraternal delegates 
to the congréss, Bishops 5. M. Walden, 
of Cincinnati, and Isaac W. Joyce, of 
Minneapolis, were compelled to leave yes- 
terday, and both in happy speeches ex- 
pressed the pleasure which they had ex- 
perienced while attending the congress. 

They expressed themselves as heing 
confident of the good results which would 
accrue from the gathering together of 
such a large number of the representa- 
tive and progressive men and women of 
the race. They said that in their report 
to the college of bishops they could say 
that the congress held in Atlanta meant 
more than it was possible for any man 
to surmise to the future progress of the 
negro race in America. 

Some Thoughtful Papers. 

The theme discussed at the morning 
session was ‘“‘The Religious Life of the 
Race."" A number of strong and thought- 
ful papers were read on the subject of 
revivals, and the need for educated and 
consecrated men of the race as ministers. 

Not a little time was given to the de- 
nunciation of spectacular revivals and 
revivalists, and those who mentioned this 
topic in their addresses were unanimous 
in their condemnation of vival meet- 
ings that.,are characte by sensa- 
tionalism and sentimentalism. 

The first address of the morning was 
by Rey. Ernest Lygn, D.D., of Balti- 
more, Md., who spoke on the ‘Present 
Reiigious Status of the American Ne- 
gro.’ He said in part: 

“In thirty-fiVe years the negro has 
erected about 24,000 church edifices, valued 
at more than $45,000.000, with a seati 
capacity of 6,000.00 human beings, wi 
an adult membership of 4,000,000, and a 
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didate for the office of mayor, received 
positive assurance from the city attor- 
ney that he would be eligible to make 
the race., 


No Question of Eligilbility. 

When asked for an opinion regarding 
the matter, City Attorney Mayson wrote 
the following: 

“The only question about it arises from 
the construction put on the act, approved 
December 12, 1889, which says that coun- 
cilmen and aldermen should be ineligible 
to any other municipal office. This was 
amended by the act approved December 
7, 1891, in which ‘ineligible to’ was stricken 
and ‘incompetant to hold except in towns 
of less than 2,000 inhabitants’ was insert- 
ed instead. The purpose of these acts 
was to p.event the holding of dua! offices. 
There was no intention to prevent any 
one from resigning one office and ac- 
cepting another. These acts were amend- 
ed December 21, 1899, by adding two pro- 
visions: First, ‘provided this shall not 
render them ineligible to be elected, dur- 
ing said term, to serve in a term immedi- 
ately succeeding said term,’ and further, 
‘provided nothing herein containéd shall 
be construed as repealing any provisions 
to the contrary hereof in any charter of 
any city or town in this state.’ 

“From the foregoing I think it is clear, 
first, that act means to render illegal the 
holding of two municipal offices at the 
same time. However, this construction 
should not be sustaine@, the amendment 
of December, 1899, seems to me to indi- 
cate that an alderman or councilman ‘s 
not ineligible to be elected during his term 
to fill an office whose term immediately 
follows. This language indicates that 
the succeeding term is the point aimed 
at, and this succeeding term arises from 
the lapse of time or resignation. 

“But if both these constructions shoulda 
fail the following suggestion should 
finally set the matter at rest. The act as 
finally amened December 21, 1899, is not a 
general law for two reasons. First, it 
does not apply to towns of less than 2.900 
inhabitants, and, second, it does not re- 
peal contrary provisions in city charters. 
Not being a general law it was competent 
for the legislature in 1900 to finally and 
exhaustively fix the eligibility of mypni- 
cipal officeholders under the Atlanta 
charter. Under this amendment there is 
no restriction upon councilmen or alder- 
men except that they shall not hold, at 
the same time, any other city, state vor 
national office. Under this charter amend- 
ment Messts. Howell and Woodward are 
‘clearly eligible to offer for thé mayoraity, 
as they propose to resign before entering 
upon the term of this office, if elected. 

“There is another construction to sup- 
port this conclusion, namely: The act of 
1899 provides that it does not repeal pro- 
visions in city charters to the contrary. 
Before 1891 the charter provisions of At- 
lanta were that these officers were only 
ineligible to succeed themselves. As the 
expression of one thing excludes others, 
they were eligible undér the old charter 
to hold other offices. As the act of 
1899 does not repeal these provisions, they 
still stand as amended in 189 anq 1900. 

“So it seems to me, under any view of 
the existing law, these gentlemen are 
clearly eligible for this position, provided 
that, if nominated, they resign their pres- 
ent offices.”

ANNOY CITIZENS 


Complaint Made Against Pratt’s Labo- 
ratory on Auburn Avenue. 


CASE AGAINST N. P. PRATT 


No City Ordinance Under Which He 
Could Be Fined and Recorder 
Dismisses Case Against 
Him—Should Use Smoke 
Consumers. 


Upon complaints of citizens living in 
as Leteniaeheed of Pratt’s laboratory, 
corner of Auburn avenue and Courtland 
street, a case was made by the police yes- 
terday morning against N. P. Pratt on 
the charge of creating a nuisance. : 

Seven or eight witnesses testified that 
the smoke and soot. frém the laboratory 
created such a nuisance that people could 
hardly live in the neighborhood. 

It was said that soot fell gq thick as 
to cover porches and tnat clothes could 
not be washed in back yards and windows 
on many days could not be left open. — 

The defendant stated that he had } een 
informed about a year ago by the chief 
of police that complaint was made about 
the soot and smoke “dnd he~ thereupon 
made the somkestack higher and it now 
towered up 110 feet. 

“I certainly do not desire to annoy my 
neighbors,”’ stated Pratt, “and am willing 
to do anything that is right. I did not 
know that complaint was still being made 
until the summons to appear in court 
was served upon me.” 

Captain W. D. Ellis, Jr., who represent- 
ed Pratt, said that tnere wags no city 
ordinance under which Mr. Pratt could 
be fined. 

"The smokestack is very high,’ stated 
the attorney, ‘‘and there is no more nui- 
gance from smoke and soot than from any 
other factory in the’ city. There are 
smokestacks of the Aragon and the Kim- 
ball and other public bulidings which send 
forth just as much smoke and soot as 
g0es from the laboratory.” 

Recorder Broyles read the city ordi- 
mance covering nuisances and said that 
under the ordinance only such things as 
endangered the health of citizens from a

Thomas Hunter, who is now serving a 
Sentence of five years for the embezzle- 
- Ment of funds of the Atlanta and West 
Point Railroad Company, will be a free 
™man before the end of the present year. 

The prison commission decided yester- 
fay to recommend the commutation of 
his sentence from five to three years, and 
Governor Candler decided to approve the 
as -soon as it was 
browght to him. The case has been before 
him once or twice already and he was 
therefore thoroughly familiar with all of 
Ite details. 

Hunter was “convicted at the spring 
term of the criminal branch of the supe- 
rior court of Fulton in 1900, a little more 
than two years ago, of embezzling some- 
thing like $35,000 of funds belonging to the 
Atlanta and West Point Railroad Com- 
pany, and sentenced to serve five years in 
the penitentiary. 

The case was quite a sensational one, 
Hunter having been traced in his flight 
to Morocco, and finally brought back to 
this country to stand trial. 

He has already served more than two 
years of his sentence and with allowance 
for good behavior will be released about 
December 1, if not before. 

Action of Commission. 

This is the second time the prison com- 
mission has passed on the case. The first 
time clemency was refused. This time 
the action of the board in commuting 
the sentence is based upon a number of 
considerations which are enumerated. 

There is said to have been a decided 
difference of opinion among the members 
of the board when the matter first came 
up, and it is only that tnese different 
views were reconciled, resulting in the 
commutation to three years. 

It is stated in the summary of reasons 
given by the commission for its action 
that Hunter has borne a good reputation 
during his imprisonment and has made a 
model prisoner. His health is not now 
of the best, but has been and is still on. 
the decline. 

An interesting fact presented by the 
commission also is that Hunter discover- 
ed fraudulent bookkeeping in the books 
of the lessees which had caused them to 
lose considerable money. He detected 
the fraud and placed the tfresponsibiltty. 

The commission also called attention to 
the fact that prominent citizens in all 
walks of life had presented petitions 
urging that Hunter be pardoned. These 
petitions have been with the commission 
_for some time. Under al] the circum- 
stances the commission stated it  be- 
lieved that with three years Hunter's 
punishment would be sufficient. 

Governor Candler said he fully con- 
curred in the recommendation and today 
the executive order will be drawn com- 
muting the sentence to three years.

COMMISSION CANNOT SUE. 


Must Pass Another Rule in Order To 
Control Telegraph Offices 
in State. 

Attorney General Boykin Wright ren- 
dered a decision yesterday to the effect 
that the railroad commission cannot sue 
the Western Union Telegraph Company 
for closing its office at Mount Vernon 
without the consent of the commission, 
because the commission had never issued 
an order requiring that this office be 
established. 

Under section 2917 of the code, the com- 
mission thas the right, which it has never 
exercised, to require telegraph com- 
panies to establish offices and regular 
railroad stations. There is a rule of the 
commission which provides that no tele- 
graph office shall be closed, where already 
established, without the consent of the 
railroad commission. 

Some time ago the office at Mount Ver- 
non was closed, and the people made a 
complaint. The Western Union answered 
that it was forced by the railroad to 
close the office. ‘The railroad commission 
contemplated bringing suit to compel the 
Western Union to comply with its order.
